Safety of nuclear shipments doubted

TWIN FALLS — Two groups have questioned 
the safety of nuclear waste shipments to Idaho. 

Railroad officials have criticized safety tests 
.of tho containers . used to -ship- radioactive 
materials by rail, according to a new federal 
study oh nuclear waste management released 
last week. 

And the Twin Falls Civil Defense director has 

■ told the Times-News tlmt Idaho's radiation 
"control unlts-ln Bolse and Pocatcllo luck-oblllty 

■ to handle radloactlvcspllla 

The director of the control unit has disputed 
this charge and said the unit has the sole 
reapbialblllty tor radioactive waste accidents' In - 
Idaho. 

But Interviews with nuclear, safety experts 
indicate the state doesn't have a cicar-cut plan 

for responding to radioactive nccldents.
